This  revision  of  circul?.-r  B.  E.  P.  Q.  386  adds  to  the  list  cf  arti- 
cles exempted  from  certification  requirements,  exfoliated  or  expanded  ver- 
miculite  when  pacakged  in  closed  containers,  sala.l  (kno\'vn  to  the  trade  as 
lemon)  cuttings,  for  'ornamental  use,  and  sav;dust  and  shavings  produced 
under  certain  prescribed  conditions  and  so  identified. 

Wintergreen  cuttings  have  been  more  specifically  classified  as  to 
species. 

^  301.45a   Administrative  instructions;  articles  exempted  from  re- 
strictions. Pursuant  to. the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  the  second  proviso  of  §  301. 45j 
Chapter  III,  Title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  (Notice  of  Quarantine 
Nd.  45>  on  account  of  the  gyosy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth)  ;  the  follov.dng  ar- 
ticles, the  interstate  movemient  of  v:hich  is  not  considered  to  constitute  a 
risk  of  moth  dissemination,  are  exempted  from  the  restrictions  of  the  regu- 
lations of  this  quarantine,  effective  November  20,  1942. 

Acacia  cuttings  for  ornamental  use  (Acacia  spp.). 

Banana  stalks,  when  'crushed,  dried,  and  shredded. 

Birch  slabs  for  use  as  nost  cards. 

Birch  bark  when  waxed,  polished,  or  othervase  treated  to  adequately 
eliminate  all  risk-  of  transmitting  infestation  and  when  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  novelties. 

Box  shooks,  when  newly  manufactured  and  planed  on  four  sides. 

Boxwood  cuttings  and  b"ranches  for  ornamental  use  (Puxus  semoervirens)  . 

Cable  reels,  when  newly  manufactured  and  ertpty. 

California  peppertree  cuttings  and  .branches  for  ornnm.ental  use  ( Schi- 
nus  molle) . 

Clubmoss  (sometimes  called  "ground  pine")  (Lye op odium  spp.). 

Cuttings  of  woody  plants  that  have  been  grovm  in  the  greenhouse 
throughout  the  year,  when  labeled  on  the  outside  of  tht:  container  to  show 
that  the  contents  were  greenhouse* grown. 

Eucalyptus  cuttings  and  branches  for  ornamental  use.  (Eucalyptus 
globulus)  .

Leaves  of  deciduous  or  evergreen  trees  that  have  been  treated  or 
dyed. 

Mistletoe  (Phoradendron  flavescens,  Vis  cum  albiom,  etc.). 

Oregon  huckleberry  (Vaccinium  'ovatum). 

Partridgeberry  (l'!itchella  reoens) . 

Salal,  known  to  the  trade  as  lemon  cuttings,  for  ornamental  use 
(Gaultheria  shallon) . 

Sawdust  that  has  been  (l)  produced  in  established,  nonportable, 
commercial  sawnills  from  boards  or  other  timber  previously  sav;ed  four 
sides,  (2)  subsequently  blown  through  an  air-blast  conveyor  line  having  a 
minimum  length  of  50  feet  and  at  least  one  45°  or  sharper  angle,  (3)  pro- 
tected from  infestrtion  prior  to  shipment,  and  (U)   identified  as  specified 
belovf. 

Shavings  th^.t  hrw'e   been  either  (l)  produced  by  planers  ha^'ing  6  or 
more  blades,  or  (2)  blown  through  an  air-blast  conveyor  line  havinr  a  mini- 
mum length  of  50  feet  and  at  least  one  45°  or   sharper  angle;  and  in  either 
case  protected  from  infestation  prior  to  shipment,  and  identified  as  speci- 
fied below. 

Invoices  and  waybills  covering  bulk  carload  or  Irss-than-carload  ship- 
ments of  sawdust  or  shavings  meeting  these  conditions  for  exemption  shpll 
bear  thereon  a  notation  to  the  effect  that: 

"The  consignor  guarantees  th-t  the  conterits  of  this  shipment  have 
been  produced  under  conditions  which  entitle  the  materi'^l  to  exemption  as 
specified  in  the  Federal  gypsy  moth  quarantine  regulatioiis  or  administra- 
tive instructions  thereto." 

Stra^vberry  plants  (Fr^garia  spp.). 

Trailing  arbutus  (Epigaoa  rep^ns) .

Vermiculite  (variously  termed  zonolite  or  mica-gro)  when  exfoliated 
or  expanded  and  v;hen  packaged  in   closed  containers.

See  also  Salal. 

^ii'ood  flour,  pulverized  vrood,  or  ground  wood  sawdust,  when  processed 
by  screening  or  sifting  through  a  -scree-h  of  at  least  30  meshjs  per  inch. 

These  instructions  supersede  the  list  of  exempted  articles " contained 
in  B.  E.  P.  Q.  386,  6th  revision,  which  became  effective  October  10,  1941.
